same p lant, to be used to heat resid 
enoes and business houses in the win­ 
ter and to cool them in t he summer, 
this p lan being an established scien­ 
tific p ossibility. 
The p rop osition is 
p ut forth by Mr. Green in good faith, 
said Mr. Wingert, and the ordinance 
was p rep ared some mont hs ago and is 
consequently not an afterthought or 
a hast ily p rep ared p rop osition.

tire city and will not benefit the busi­ 
ness suction alone, which latter would 
not be desirable.

In any ev ent this charac­ 
teristic constitutes its chief v alue, it is 
not adv ocated as a forage p lant., us a n ­ 
imals do not like it, but its drought r- 
sisting qualities and endurance render 
it of excep tional v alue In the wendur'd 
western states as a soil binder. D uring 
the sum m er of last year a grow th of 
fog fruit successfully m aintained lts**lf 
on an Arizona mesa for eight m onths 
with less th an two inches of rainfall. 
Ms n lawn p lant, w here the usual g ra s s ­ 
es can only he grow n w ith great diili 
euity. the fog fruit is a v ery desirable 
substitute.
